TORONTO, Nov. 29. — “The 
manipulators of big business are 
the real government of Canada,” 
declared Hon. H. H. Stevens be- 
fore University of Toronto stu- 
dents at Hart House last night. 
The former minister of trade and 
commerce was guest speaker at 
the university debate on the re- 
solution “That in the opinion of 
this house big business is a curse 
when directed solely by the pro- 
fit motive.” 

“Now, don't get wrong,” h 
continued. “I do not say, nor 
would I admit, that the leaders of

big business personally interfere 
with the operation of the govern- 
ment. But the very nature of the 


laws of the country and the charac- 
ter of this big business, as defined 
in the resolution, exerts an econo- 
mic influence which supplants gov- 
ernment control.” 

Mr. Stevens was the last speaker 
for the affirmative and at the con- 
clusion of his address the house 
voted 307 to 88 in favor of the reso-

OTTAWA, Nov, 28—Pegged prices 
for foodstuffs, drugs and retail 
staples were proposed before the 


parliamentary mass buying commis- 
sion Wednesday by Joseph Crow- 
der, Toronto merchandising inves- 
tigator, To forestall chain and de- 
partment stores from forcing down 
general price levels by underselling 
among themselves, he suggested 
manufacturers and distributors be 
empowered to fix prices for their 
goods, below which no retailer 
could cut, 

In a comprehensive report on 
chain stores and their effect on 
general retailers and manufactur- 
ers, Crowder, formerly a Vancou- 
ver druggist and chain manager, 
gave numerous examples of ruin- 
ous price competition among mass 
buyers, In recent years, manufac- 
turers, he said, have been power- 
less to maintain decent prices for 
their products and have been forc- 
ed to accept the dictates of chain 
and department store buyers.

these two periods mark the peak 
of commercial booms.” 


PUBLIC FINANCING 


As to public financing, new issues 
during 1921 to 1933 amounted to 
$192,236,000, said Mr. Stevens, and 
of this $171.087,000 was issued in 
1927, 1928 and 1929. 

These consolidations resulted in 
the incorporation of 111 new com- 
panies, of which 74 were undey the 
Dominion Companies act, 22 under 
the Ontario Companies act, eight 
under Quebec and seven divided 
among other provinces, This dem- 
onstrated the preference for Do- 
minion incorporation, said Mr 
Stevense and indicated that the 
federal government could exercise 
a large measure of control if it de- 
sired 

“Here were cases where the profit 
motive dominated in the creation 
of a majority of the consolidations, 
which now may be identified as 
the big business interests.

SHANGHAI, Nov, 29—The recent 
order issued by Nanking that the 
wearing of queues and the custom 
of binding the feet of girl children 
must be discontinued immediately, 
has been literally taken to heart 
by the authorities of Shantung 
province, according to letters re- 
ceived in Shanghai from mission- 
aries stationed in this region. 

All police officers, especially 
those stationed at the gates of the 
| city, have been armed with shears 
and orders have been issued to the 
effect that if the mandate against 
the wearing of queues is not volun 
tarily obeyed, the policemen are to 
enforce it, In several cases, the po 
lice have not given the offender a 
chance to dispose of his queue him- 
self, but have snipped off the of- 
fending braid with practically no 
ceremony whatsoever, 

Although the order against the 
binding of the feet of girl children 
is explicit enough, the missionaries 
of Taian express a certain amount 
of pessimism as to its effective en- 
forcement. Such an old custom dies 
slowly, especially in the more re- 
}mote districts, where the magis- 
trates and those in charge are more 
in sympathy with the peasants and 
| the age-old customs than they are 
with what they consider “new- 
fangled” innovations

Sixty Government Science 
Experts Gather, D'scuss 


Problem Solutions 


OTTAWA, Nov. 29.—The gam- 
bling element in farming, the de- 
struction of crops through insects 
and adverse weather, those natural 
forces that in the past have broken 
the hearts and bankrupted millions 
of individual farmers and caused 
economic disruptions in nations, 
will be lessened in the future and 
eventually largely controlled if the 


work of the entomologist reaches 
the extent now forecast. 
This picture was drawn in the, 


Dominion-wide conference of ento- 
mologists—insect experts—in Ot- 
tawa Wednesday. 

The economic side of the work of 
the insect men, expressed in the 


co-operation of the Dominion and) 


provincial governments, was dem- 
onstrated in the anncuncement that 
$100,000,000 was saved in Canada 
last year, in lessened damage to 
plant life, crops and other pro- 
ducts. 

Of this amount $50,000,000 was 
saved combatting ravages of grass- 
hoppers on the prairies, although 
these pests took a terrific toll from 
the wheat farmers. 


MANY PESTS TO FIGHT 


The grasshopper pest is promin- | 


ently before the conference but it 
was stressed that this is only one 


of the many pests taking economic | 
toll in destroying crops. Cut worms, | 
wire worms, and 3,000 other des- | 


tructive insects are directly before 
the conference and were named as 
constituting a distinct menace, with 
almost incredible 
power. In Canada over 30,000 in- 
sects have been classified by the 
entomologists. 

Following the conference an an- 
nouncement on the findings on 
grasshoppers alone will be released 
by the department of agriculture. 


ALL COOPERATING 

How the weather man and the 
agriculture experts, entomologists 
and others, are cooperating with 
the various governments to take the 
gamble out of farming, was told the 
conference by J. Patterson, Toronto, 
director of the Dominion meteoro- 
logical bureau. Records of atmos- 
pheric conditions and daily rainfal! 
are gathered from 9.900 stations 
across Canada, The individual far- 
mer is learning to relate the wea- 
ther forecast to his various crops 

To facilitate this work soil tem- 
peratures are to be taken at experi- 
mental farms across the Dominion, 
the relation of weather and soil 
conditions correlated. 


COMBATIVE PARASITES 

How the government breeds para- 
sites and releases them to combat 
the commercially dangerous insects, 
was described by A. B, Baird, Belle- 
ville, Ont Insects harmless in 
themselves are bred in millions, 
taken to the areas infested, and 
proceed to destroy their natural 
enemies. 

Some of the hundreds of danger- 
ous pests thus controlled were de- 
scribed as the European spruce saw- 
fiy, European larch sawily, wheat 
stemfly, Oriental fruit moth, green- 
house white fly, satin moth, codling 
moth and the balsam wooly aphids 
Plents, trees, grains, fruit trees 
grasses and practically all vegeta- 
tion was attacked by one or more 
insect pests that were controlled by 
their natural parasites

AT WESTMINSTER 

“All the world loves a lover,” and today one 
of the focal points of world interest is the his- 
toric Abbey in London where a British Prince 
wedded an exiled Princess of Greece. 

Obviously it is a love-match, and not simply 
one of those dynastic alliances which politicians 
sometimes engineer for the furtherance of their 
schemes, Marina's family no longer occupy the 
throne of Greece, or wield any influence which 
could make the union desirable as a move on 
the chess-board of international politics. This 
young couple are, it is popularly assumed and 
there is every reason to suppose, merging their 
lives for the same reason that a million other 
couples the world around will do the same thing 
this day. 

The wedding in Westminster Abbey thus 
engages attention not only because of who the 
participants are, but also because—standing in 
the light which shines about a throne—they 
symbolize the wholesome way in which civilized 
men and women in all lands and of all estates 
in life seek their mates and pledge their fidel- 
ity to each other. The kindly thoughts and good 
wishes which go out to them carry the senti- 
ment of humanity at its best toward lovers 
everywhere. 

Canadians will take particular interest in 
the happy event because it has been suggested 
that Prince George may in the course of events 
become Governor General of Canada. Should 
that occur, what is already known of the Prince 
and his consort will assure them a hearty 
welcome and enduring popularity in this Do- 
minion. 

A REAL “ENTENTE” 

A London despatch says should Japan break 
up the conference there by insisting on the 
right to build a fleet as powerful as that of 
Britain or the United States, these two countries 
may negotiate an “accord” with each other on 
the basis of protecting themselves against 
aggression and also against competitive naval 
construction. The suggested terms are that each 
should keep the other posted on ite building 
plans, while an attack upon either would be an 
attack on both. 

If there is any real chance of that outcome, 
it is to be hoped Japan will persist and wreck 
the conference. That the British Dominions 
would come in on the deal can be taken for 
granted. They would hail it as the most hope- 
ful development since the close of the great war. 
A defensive “entente” between the British 
Empire and the United States would be worth 
more to them, and to the peace of the world, 
than all the treaties which have been written 
since the great upheaval. 

No country big enough to be dangerous and 
enlightened enough to know what it was doing 
would assail such a combination. The English- 
speaking peoples could then devote themselves 
to the pursuits of peace, secure in the know- 
ledge that no practically possible alliance could 
be framed strong enough to threaten their terri- 
tories or liberties, leaving Europe to braw] and 
the Orient to dream, 

Premier MacDonald discourages the hope of 
any such “accord” being reached or tried for, 
by saying Great Britain is trying to co-operate 
with both Japan and the United States. That 
‘is a policy of facing both ways, the almost 
inevitable end of which must be the disappear- 
ance of the restraints imposed by the Wash- 
ington treaty and a resumption of naval con- 
struction by all three countries, and by the 
other signatories to that treaty as well, on a 
competitive scale, 


THAW OUT THE CAPITAL 
There is a suggestion at Ottawa that the 
Government may encourage construction by 
backing finance corporations to loan money for 
construction purposes at low rates of interest. 


Making the taxpayers responsible for the 
mistakes and rascalities of private corporations 
has been a favorite method of past and present 
governments, to avoid the demand for direct 
action on the financial front. The annual 
deficit on the overloaded capitalization of the 
National Railways is sufficient evidence on that 
point. It should also stand as a warning against 
future loans of public credit for the purpose of 
inducing indirect action in the industrial field, 
but it may not. Quite likely, if Ottawa attempts 
any stimulation of construction activity, it will 
be gone about in that way. 

There is no necessity whatever of putting 
the taxpayers in the position of ultimate losers, 
in erder to get construction activity. Let the 
Government of Canada call in its outstanding 
bonds in blocks of $100,000,000 and pay the 
holders dollar for dollar of the face value of 
their bonds in cash; telling them at the same 
time it will be useless for them to hoard the 
money in hope of buying more bonds, because 
none will be issued. That is all that needs 
to be done to start construction operations from 
one end of the country to the other, 

The cash thus turned back into the hands 
of private citizens will seek investment; and find 
it in the financing of business blocks, homes, 
industrial and commercial plants. More than 
that, it will be safe to put money into these 
enterprises under such conditions, because the 
dead weight of taxation will be lightened, busi- 
ness given a chance to keep some of the profits 
it gathers, and value will return to real estate 
and property of all kinds. 

If construction is wanted, all Government 
needs to do is thaw out frozen capital, by calling 
in its bonds and paying them off in cash.

The Stevens debacle at Ottawa justifies one 
in paraphrasing an old proverb to make it read: 
“When politicians fall out the public gets a 
chance.” 

But a few short weeks ago the ex-minister 
of Trade and Commerce was proclaiming his 
admiration for Premier Ben- 
nett and his devotion to the 
Conservative party. Now he 
styles the Bennett scheme of 
public works “a drop in the 
bucket,” and calls for a bil- 
lion dollar construction pro- 
gram. He calls interest rates 
in Canada “usury,” and de- 
mands the outlawing of all 
interest in excess of six per 
cent. Worse still, he wants 
to treat Sir Herbert Holt as 
if he were an ordinary citzen, refusing to allow 
evidence affecting Sir Herbert to be modified | 
by a letter from a secretary, and requiring the | 
bank and promotion magnate to appear and 
testify on oath before the Price Spreads Com- 
mittee if he wants to have the evidence 
accepted, | 

The MacDonald government in Britain re- 
cently enacted a seditious bill under which* 
Lloyd-George, for exposing in a book the blun- 
ders of British generals at Passchendaele, and 
H. G. Wells, could be sent to prison, together 
with all persons found with copies of their 
writings in their possession, The British 
Broadcasting Corporation tock time by the 
forelock and suppressed Professor J. B. S. Hal- 
dane’s radio addresses showing how armament 
firms cause war, though Prof. Haldane rendered 
signal service during the last war at the head 
of the Britsh poison gas research committee. 
It comes perilously close to sedition when a 
former cabinet minister refers to his former 
leader's plans for public works as “a drop in 
the bucket” and wants to treat Sir Herbert Holt 
as if he were an ordinary citizen at a Parlia- 
mentary committee.

One of the things we do not know is where 
we get the vital power that flows in us, around 
us, and through us. We may call this life power, 
consciousness or energy, or vitality. It is sim- 
ilar to electricity, because we know we possess 
it without knowing what it is, 

To me the important thing 
about vital power is that it is 
present in every living being. 
Every moment of the day and 
night since you were born 
you have _ possessed vital 
power, It is always there and 
is yours to command. You 
are using it right now to read 
this article, ten minutes from 
now you may be using it to 
walk across the street. It 
seems to me that we are lit- 
erally floating in a sea of power at all times. 

The mistake many people make is to try to 
try to cut themselves off from this universal 
power, They forget that by being alive they 
prove it is theirs. Instead of conceiving vitality 
or energy as limitless, they picture themselves 
as either having none or very little. The power 
is there, but they are not using it. They are 
just as reasonable as the man sitting in the dark 
when all he needs to have light is to press a 
button that will let electricity flow through the 
light bulb. 

Instead of limiting the power you conceive 
yourself to have it is a far better plan to think 
of yourself as having all the power you need. 
Say to yourself, “I have plenty of power.” 

Another point about power is that although 
you have had it always since the first moment 
you drew breath, although you have used it 
over and over, there is always plenty more 
where that came from. Power, energy, or vital- 
ity is like the air you breathe. The fact that 
you will go on having plenty of vital power is 
just as sure as that you have air to breathe. 
Just as sure as that you will wake up in the 
morning to find a new day, just as sure as that 
this moment the blood is racing through your 
body. 

With the vital power or energy comes the 
power to do. The power to do may manifest 
itself in thousands of different actions, every 
one of which sprang from the eternal power- 
house. You may not understand your power, 
but neither do you understand what makes 
your heart beat. Whether you understand it or 
not, the fact remains that from somewhere out 
of the eternal your heart has learned to beat, 
your lungs to breathe, and every cell in your 
body to perform the chemical changes present 
in a living organism. 

The only way to increase your power is to 
use it. If you want more energy, you must ask 
for it so that you can do something with it. 
What are you going to use it for? You must 
say, “I am gaining new energy so I can go ahead 
with a certain piece of work.” You may rest 
assured that the more energy you use, the more 
you will have. 

In conditions of ill-health the vital power 
may seem depleted or low. The best treatment 
is that which will remove any obstructions 
which are interfering with the power within.

ANSWER: This symptom is often a fore- 
runner of bronchitis. Any irritation may create 
the desire to cough, even when there is nothing 
to cough up. If the cause of the irritation is 
not removed, there may finally develop enough 
degeneration so that phlegm and pus will gather 
in quantities large enough to be coughed up. 
Every tickling cough should be carefully con- 
sidered and the cause removed.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1921 the death | 
took place of Baron Mountste- 
phen, the first president of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany. If you ever visit the Wind- 
sor Street depot of the C. P. R. at 
Montreal you will there see his 
monument in stone, but in actual- 
ity his true memorial is the C. 
P. R. itself. For had it not been 
for George Stephen, there might 
not have been any C. P. R. at 
all. Born in Dufftown, Banff- 
shire, Scotland, in 1829, he came 
to Canada in 1850, and built up 
a great drygoods business. He 
was elected vice-president of the 
Bank of Montreal in 1873, was | 
president 1876-81, and all his life 
a large shareholder in the bank. 
The period during which he was 
vice-president and president was, 
on the whole, one of severe busi- 
ness depression and he had a very 
difficult task to perform.
